DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Affidavit, filed 26 September 2008, with respect to 
claims 11 and 13 have been fully considered and are persuasive, particularly in that the 
specified claimed ranges of claim 1 1 cause unexpectedly superior results in the 
dispersion of spacer particles in comparison to the prior art. Therefore, the rejection of 
29 May 2008 has been withdrawn. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1 - 
4, 6-10, and 14-19 directed to an invention and method non-elected without traverse. 
Accordingly, claims 1-4, 6-10, and 14-19 have been cancelled. 

Examiner's Amendment

5. The title is changed to: "SPACER PARTICLE DISPERSION HAVING SURFACE 
HYDROPHILIC FUNCTIONAL GROUP AND VINYL-BASED MONOMER". 

END EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 1 and 13 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 1 
recites a dispersion of spacer particles which comprises spacer particles in which a 
vinyl-based thermoplastic resin, having a vinyl-based monomer having a hydrophilic 
functional group in an amount of 30 to 80% by weight and a vinyl-based monomer 
having an alkyi group having 3 to 22 carbon atoms in an amount of 20 to 60% by 
weight, is combined with the surface of an inorganic fine particle and/or an organic fine 
particle. 

8. Morii (2008/0036944) discloses a dispersion of spacer particles which comprises 
spacer particles in which a vinyl-based thermoplastic resin, having a vinyl-based 
monomer having a hydrophilic functional group in an amount of 30 to 80% by weight 
and a vinyl-based monomer having an alky! group having 3 to 22 carbon atoms in an 
amount of 20 to 60% by weight, is combined with the surface of an inorganic fine 
particle and/or an organic fine particle. However, Morii does not disclose wherein the 
hydrophilic functional group is in an amount of 30 to 80% by weight and a vinyl-based 
monomer having an alkyI group having 3 to 22 carbon atoms is in an amount of 20 to 
60% by weight, nor would it have been obvious to do so. 

9. Okabe et al. (US 6,280,799) discloses a dispersion of spacer particles wherein 
the dispersion contains a medium comprising water. However, Okabe does not disclose 
wherein the dispersion of spacer particles includes a hydrophilic functional group in an 
amount of 30 to 80% by weight or a vinyl-based monomer having an alkyI group having 
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3 to 22 carbon atoms in an amount of 20 to 60% by weight, nor would it have been 
obvious to do so.
